Local man appears on state lottery game show 
Selliers comes away with $ 3,500 in winnings from Chicago trip

Robert Selliers now has a 
healthier bank account, but not 
one healthy enough so that he 
can retire from Maintenance 
Unlimited or Janet King 
Janitorial Services. 


Selliers, 
51, a

resident the past 28 years, won 
$3,000 in January as a 
contestant on “‘Illinois’ 
Luckiest Game Show.”’ Add 
$500 to his winnings for being 
selected, and Robert came 
home $3,500 richer. 

“J didn’t think I had a 
chance to win a darn thing,” 
Robert said. “It’s a miracle I 
got picked. I was shocked. I 
mean really, really shocked.’’ 

The show aired Saturday 


evening on Chicago 
superstation WGN-TV, which is 
available to area residents on 
Charter Communications’ 
cable service. 

Robert said he qualified for 
it by scratching off three “TV” 
sets on an Illinois Luckiest 
seratch-off instant ticket. He 
was one of 17 people chosen 
from about 1,800 entries each 
week after he filled out the 
back of the ticket and sent it 
to the Springfield Illinois 
Lottery office. Another person 
was chosen from about 150 
STE making 18 people in 
all. 

Of those 18, Robert and eight 
others were chosen as 
contestants to compete on the 
televised show for as much as 
$100,000. 

On Jan. 22 he and his 
brother, John, packed an 
overnight suitcase and headed 


to the Windy, City in Robert’s 
car in hope, bert said, of 
returning hom ith ‘‘dollar 
sign smiles’’ on their faces. / 

The next day, they found 
themselves at the WGN studios 
on Bradley Place in Chicago 
for the show’s taping. 

Robert said that his brother 
acted if he were a big kid as 
he and others rooted for him 
from the audience. 

“It was one big, happy 
family up there. Everybody 
was pulling for everybody. It 
was fun,” Robert said. 

He went on to say that he 
won his “millions” while 
playing Knockout. 

The game consisted of a box 
that, when a pin is pulled from 
the top, moves about a table 
like a jumping bean, knocking 
over what Robert called 
“plastic or metal tubes.”’ 

‘The object of the game, he 


said, was to tell the show’s 
host before the game started 
how long it would take before 
a tube was knocked over. 

“T had three chances at it. 
On the second try, I said six 
seconds,’’ Robert said. ‘After 
six Seconds the tubes were still 
standing. I can’t say I’m rich, 
but I won.”’

GRANITE CITY meeting, 
the 
Granite City Council may 
break ground on an 
ordinance that could restrict 
such action in the future. 

Last week, the council 
Passed a motion that might 
allow them to enact 
ordinances restricting where 
such construction could take 
place in the city. The motion 
passed 7-5. 

And until later this month, 
the church may be the only 
place breaking ground. The 
council also passed a 
two-week moratorium, 
temporarily suspending the 
issuance of building permits 
until the proposed 
ordinances can be acted 
upon. 

The motion stemmed from 
a discussion in which 
Alderman Craig Tarpoft 
voiced his concern over 
Mayor Ron Selph’s issuance 
of a building permit for a 
“pre-engineered metal 
structure.’’ 

Selph recently granted a 
permit that allows the Four 


Square Gospel Church to 
build such a structure on 
East 23rd Street. 

It’s the latest measure in 

a series of debates between 
Selph and several aldermen 
over what is considered a 
pre-engineered metal 
structure and what is 
considered a “pole barn.” 

Those voting in favor of 
the motion were Tarpoff and 
Aldermen Casmer Skubish, 
Kim McTaggart, Bob Cook, 
Sandy Shaw, Eddie 
Asadorian and Nick Petrillo. 

yeting: against the motion 
were Aldermen Foster 
“‘Freddie”’ Frederick, Bob 
Page, Lurton Pulley, Leo 
Wollord and Mac Warfield. 

Aldermen Pat Davis and 
Brian Fuzessery were 
absent. 

Many aldermen, including 
Tarpoff, considered the 
church addition a ‘‘pole 
barn’’ and asked City 
Attorney Keith Jensen to see 
if Selph has the authority to 
issue the permit. 

Selph’s decision to grant 
the permit overrode an 
earlier decision by Zoning 
Administrator Glen Hollis, 
who had denied the church 
the permit. 

At last week’s meeting, 
Jensen told the council that 
Selph did have the authority 
to issue the permit based on 
information that he had

npare told the council he 
thought it was in the best 
interest of the city to 
prohibit pre-engineered 
metal structures in 
commerical and residential 
areas. 

“If these structures are 
allowed to be built in 
residential areas, 
homeowners may choose not 
to build there,’’ Tarpoff said. 
“If they are allowed to be 
built in commercial areas, 
businesses may choose not 
to build or relocate there. 
These structures could 
ultimately affect the growth 
of our city.” 

Tarpoff was particularly 
concerned about ss 
pre-engineered metal 
structures being built in 
undeveloped residential 
areas along Maryville Road 
that were annexed by the

The latest mistrial was 
declared Feb. 18, when Circuit 
Judge P.J. O'Neill agreed with 
a defense attorney that the 
jury was improperly shown a 
few minutes of videotaped 
deposition from a doctor whose 
testimony had earlier been 
deemed prejudicial. 

It was a simple mistake, 
attorneys said later, literally 
the result of plugging the 
wrong tape into a VCR 

The same doctor had been 
allowed to testify via videotape 
deposition at the first two 
trials but was ruled out during 
the third trial.

The defense attorney is Ted W. 
Dennis of Belleville. Neither 
wanted to say much about the 
case since it is expected to 
come back to court for a 
fourth trial later this year.

Petroff, of Edwardsville, was 
out of town and unavailable for 
comment. Grant could not be 
reached for comment. 

The facts are contained in 
three large files in the Circuit 
Clerk’s Office. 

The first trial was derailed 
by tragedy in October 1995, 
when Petroff’s son, 
Christopher, 23, was found shot 
to death in an unrelated case 
in O'Fallon. The malpractice 
trial was in its seventh day, 

and O’Neill declared a mistrial 
because of the publicity. 

The civil case came back for 
a full trial — nine days long — 
in February 1996. The jury 
found in favor of Petroff, but 
the judgment was reversed on 
appeal by the 5th District 
Appellate Court in Mount 
Vernon on Sept. 8, 1997 

The reversal was based 
partly on a technicality. 
Between the first and second 
trials, Grant wanted to amend 
her complaint against Petroff 
so she could seek punitive 
damages based on intentional 
infliction of emotional distress 
and battery 

O'Neill denied the request, 
and the appellate court based 
its reversal on that denial. 
Although Illinois law does not 
allow punitive damages in a 
malpractice case, it does allow 

- such damages on a battery 
complaint, the court said. 

“Just because the plaintiff 
has a separate malpractice 
claim where non-consent was 
an issue does not mean that an 

independent claim for battery 
should be precluded,” 
appellate judges wrote in a 
split decision siding with 
Grant. 

Petroff first saw Grant in 
August 1989 when she came in 
complaining of pelvic 
discomfort. He scheduled her 
for a dilation and curettage

“The Thin Red Line’’ had 
thing going for it: an 
ar cast, the return of 
Terrence Malick after a 
two-decade absence from 
filmmaking and seven Oscar 
nominations. But profits have 
slumped. 

The World War II epic 
opened on Christmas Day and 
expanded to wide release on 
Jan. 15. But it actually lost 2.4 
percent of its business the 
weekend after the Oscar 
nominations were announced 
Feb. 9 and another 50 percent 
last weekend. 

The $52 million film has 
grossed $34.4 million in North 
America. 

“I don’t think there’s any 
question that it was a

disappointment that it didn’t 
do better with a (nomination) 
bump,” said Tom Sherak, 
chairman of 20th Century Fox 
Domestic Film Group. ‘‘I have 
a feeling that because of the 
kind of movie it was — more 
of an art movie that went 
really wide — the people who 
had wanted to see it went to 
see it.””

Protect your 
food when 


power goes out 


You never know when the 
power or water supply will be 
interrupted. 

Sometimes the interruption 
is a minor inconvenience of a 
few minutes to several hours. 
However, when it lasts for 
more than a day, special 
measures must be taken to 
ensure that the refrigerated 
and frozen foods remain safe. 

As long as power is 
interrupted, it is important to 
keep the refrigerator and 
freezer doors closed as much 
as possible. Food in most full, 
free-standing freezers will be 
safe for about two days, and 
palt-fall freezers for about one 

lay. 


If your freezer is not full, 
group packages together so 
they form an ‘‘igloo,”” 
protecting each other. 

If the power is out for more 
than two days, it will be 
necessary to move the food to 
another working freezer or use 
dry ice to keep the food frozen. 

Twenty-five pounds of dry 
ice should hold a 10-cubic-foot 
full freezer two to four days. 
Covering the freezer with 
blankets, quilts or crumpled 
newspaper also will aid in 
keeping cold air inside. Once 

| food has started to thaw, you 
will have to evaluate each 
item separately to see what 

} can safely be kept. 


As a general rule, it is safe 
} to re-freeze foods that still 
| contain ice crystals. Raw 
+ meats and poultry can safely 
| be. refrozen if ice crystals are

| cream is one of the first foods

refrozen.

ast Sunday’s 
column dealt with 
soil and its 
characteristics. 
Since most soil 
contains too much sand or 
clay, it needs to be 
improved. And hére’s 
exactly how to do it. 


You've probably heard 
the term “pH” numerous 
times. It pops up frequently 
when talk covers 
swimming pools, shampoo, 
etc. It_also belongs here, in 
a discussion of soil. The pH 
is a numerical value 
between 0 and 14 that 
describes the acidity or 
alkalinity of something. 
And whether that 
something is pool water or 
soil, the numbers mean the 
same. 


A reading of 7.0 is 
neutral, anything below 
that is acidic and anything 
above it is alkaline. Some 
people refer to alkaline soil 
as “sweet” soil. 


Most of the nutrients that 
reside in soil are available 
to plants when the soil’s 
PH is between 6.0 and 7.0, 
and not surprisingly, most 
plants grow best in that pH 
range. Some plants prefer 
soil slightly higher or 
lower, but this is a good 
general range. 


You can test your soil 
easily with a do-it-yourself 
test kit, available at any 
Frank's store. Included 
with the kit is information 
as to the types of products 
available to adjust the pH. 
Here’s how’to adjust the 
soil in the likely event it’ll 
need it. 


If you need to raise the 
PH, limestone (calcium 
carbonate) or dolomitic 
lime will do the trick. 
Limestone is available in 
three forms: pulverized, 
pelletized and granular. 
Pulverized lime is the 
fastest-acting, and can 
change the soil in a few 
weeks. That’s fast. Pool 
owners may not think so; 
they can change their 
water's pH in a matter of 
hours, but it doesn’t work 
that way with soil. 


Pulverized lime is very 
fine, almost like talcum 
powder. It must be applied 
on a calm day or it will 
blow all over the place. 
Pelletized lime is actually 
beads of pulverized lime, 
and it acts almost as fast. 


Frank’s. 


It’s easier to apply, since a 
moderate breeze won't 
send it everywhere. 
Granular is the most 
coarse of all, and it’s slow 
acting. It can take months 
to change the soil pH. 
Here's the good part. Its 
effects last longer than 
those of pulverized or 
pelletized lime. 


Whatever type you wish 
to use, apply it with a 
spreader, following the 
directions on the package. 
Work it into the soil before 
planting. On an existing 
lawn, apply it as you would 
any fertilizer. Work it into 
the soil by lightly raking 
and/or watering. 


If your soil’s pH is too 
high, lowering it is done by 
incorporating organic 
matter such as peat moss 
into it. The effects of 
organic matter last longer 
than those of plant foods 
and sulfur compounds. 


Here are a few tips on 
working with soil. 
° Don't work with soil that 
is too wet. This can 
destroy the soil structure 
and compact pore spaces, 
damaging soil drainage. 
© Don’t overwork it. The 
soil, that is. Too much 
digging, tilling’and spading 
breaks apart the particles 
and newly-formed clumps. 
° Avoid compacting the 
soil, which will decrease 
Pore space. Above all, 
don’t park heavy 
equipment on lawns. 
° Make soil improvements 
before planting. The 
materials added to the soil 
are easier to apply and 
more effective when 
worked into the soil 
beforehand.

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Compact pickup 
offers-extra doors

Mazda’s B4000 extended-cab truck is one of 
the few compact pickups to offer an extra door 
on both sides. 

If you think it looks a lot like Ford’s Ranger, 
that’s because it is. Ford builds the truck for 
Mazda at its Edison, N.J., plant. The Mazda is 
differentiated from the Ford by its own unique 
grill, trim and equipment packages. Subtle 
styling differences consist of blisters over the 
rear wheels and chrome trim around the side 
windows. 

Ford owns about one-quarter of Mazda, and 
it has cooperated on numerous small cars in the 

ast, but this is the first time a Ford product 
as carried a Mazda badge. 

Most of what is good about the Ranger 
applies to the B-series of trucks. Both are solid- 
y built compact pickups that offer both four- 
cylinder or V-6 engines, two-wheel or four- 
wheel drive and regular or extended cabs. The

four-cylinder is known as the B2300 for its 2.3- 
liter engine, while the V-6 is the B4000 because 
its engine displaces 4.0 liters.

That’s because the 
additional space behind the front seat not only 
has two small, fold-down jump seats for kids, 
but it also is a great place to carry luggage, 
tools or anything you want to keep secure and 
out of the weather.

Insulation can save big bucks 


Americans waste more than 
$7 billion each year because of 
inadequate insulation in their 
homes. According to a 
nationwide survey of building 
improvements, just adding 
attic insulation can reduce 
heating bills by 10 to 20 
percent. 

The environmental costs of 
inadequate insulation are also 
high. Burning fuel and 
generating electricity to heat 
and cool inadequately insulated 
homes produces as much 
carbon emissions as 25 million 
cars. 

According to the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and the U.S. 
Deparment of Energy’s 
(DOE) Energy Star Program, 
reducing these energy costs 
and related air pollution 
requires two steps: Install 
enough insulation and do it 
properly. 

Why insulate? When properly 
installed, insulation saves Both 
cash and energy and increases 
comfort by reducing 
temperature differences 
throughout your home. 
Insulating also protects the 
environment by reducing your 
home’s energy use. Burning 


fossil fuels to generate 
electricity for homes creates 
air pollutants responsible for 
smog, acid rain and global 
climate chanee 

When should you insulate? 
When you’re building, 
remodeling, residing or 
reroofing. By insulating in late 
winter or early spring, you 
may save upwards of 10 
percent on installation costs. 

‘The following tips will 
you with your insulation 
project: 

Insulation is measured by 
R-values; higher R-values 
indicate more insulation value. 


The proper R-value for your 
house depends on many 
factors, including which part 
of the country you live in. 

Increasing the R-value of 
your home’s insulation before 
replacing heating and cooling 
(HVAC) systems or building 
additions may enable you to 

urchase a less expensive 
‘AC system or avoid buying 
@ new one. 

Choose a qualified 
contractor. Get several bids, in 
writing, for the same 
insulation level, but don’t 
necessarily choose the lowest 
bid. A quality installation will 


save you more in energy costs 
and home value than 
difference in bid price. Ask 
about innovative apne gions, 
such as spray-applied 
products, insulative sheathing 
and guaranteed 
‘inches=R-value* loose-fill 
insulation. 

Ask for an FTC-required fact 
sheet with the bid. Avoid 
contracts with vague language 
(words like ‘average, 
‘nominal and ‘+/-‘ violate 
federal regulation). 

Get a receipt. Contractors 
are required to provide you 
with a signed receipt or 
contract citing the thickness, 
coverage area, R-value and 
number of bags installed. 

Homeowners often can 
install insulation themselves in 
attic floors, basements, new or 
open walls, and crawl space 
walls. If you do decide to 
install insulation yourself, 
follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions, and leave 
blown-in and sprayed-in 
insulation to the contractors.

Those furry, cute little critters 
can bring big some problems 


As most gardeners learn 
sooner or later, one person’s 
flower fantasy is just a free 
feast to some furry fiend. 

Animal pest problems occur 
in all seasons of the garden, 
but fall and spring are peak 
periods for plunder. Luckily 
these seasons, and fall in 
particular, are also the best 
times for beleaguered 
gardeners to mount a defense 
against foraging four-legged 
gourmands such as deer, 
squirrels, rabbits, voles, moles 
and other assorted animal 


pests. 

In fall, a good garden 
clean-up tops the list of animal 
deterrents. After fall bulb 
planting, remove plantin, 
debris to rob squirrels of scent 
clues. It’s scent, after all, that 
guides them to their hidden 
stashes and to yours! They’re 


not relying on such memo. 
cues ‘ag “three hops from the 
big tree on the left.” 

Also consider mulch. Mulch 
is useful to help retain soil 
moisture and maintain more 
constant cool soil 
temperatures. Apply mulch 
after weather turns cold. To 
mulch too soon only satisfies 
small creatures, who find 
earth-warmed mulch a great 
cozy place for winter tunneling 
and nesting. 

Who is it exactly that is 
nibbling the nasturtiums and 
devouring the daisies? 
Increasingly, in America, the 
culprits are likely to be deer. 
According to the New York 
Times “‘there are now more 
deer in the U.S. than when the 
Pilgrims landed in 1620.” A 
population of 27 million ranges 
across the land. And, ‘ 
increasingly, as the deer’s 
natural habitats are reduced 
by development, they are by 
no means restricted to remote 
woodlands. They’ve leaped into 
our back yards in what 
amounts in some parts of the 
country to a suburban 
invasion. 

Deer are the greatest threat 
in the spring when, after a 
hungry winter, they look for 
anything green, young and 


tasty. 

Rabbits have long been the 
vegetable gardener’s nemesis, 
but they’re happy to taste-test 
anything new and tender 
looking. Even if they really 
don’t love something, they just 
might chew on it for awhile to 
make sure. 

Squirrels and chipmunks are 
parecer pee at fall flower 
lb planting time. Count on 
them to promptly RSVP to fall 
arden parties serving tulip, 

ily or crocus bulbs but not 

daffodils which have a terrible 
taste. ‘ially popular are 
ardens littered wi! 

uulb-scented debris, those little 
bags, the papery skins, and 

other tantalizing things. 

Special fans of tree and 
shrub roots are found 
underground. Moles, voles and 
mice are the biggest (actually 
smallish) culprits. They also 
like roots of succulent plants 
ande flower bulbs.

Pest control options basically 
fall into five major categories: 

Barriers 

Sensory deterrents 

Vegetative deterrents 

Animal deterrents 

If you can’t beat ’em, join 
7em 

Barriers 

Barriers are the most 
straightforward and many say 
the most effective deterrents. 
The strategy is to make it 
impossible for the critter to 
get to his dinner. 

For deer, a fence is the best 
deterrent. A deer fence should 
be at least seven and a half 
feet high, and an additional 
overhang of chicken wire is a 
good idea. The most effective 

leer fence is a double fence. 
Deer can either jump 
something very high, or 
something very wide, but can’t 
do both at once. Two fences 

(one high and one moderately 
high) spaced about three feet 
apart are recommended. 
(Don’t worry, the deer see two 
fonees and ets j , so they 

ion’t get caught inside.) 

Garden centers and other 
retailers also carry various 
types of plastic fencing and 
netting that might be 
appropriate. It is also possible 
to have an electric anti-deer 
fence installed. But this isn’t 
recommended for areas where 
there are small children or 
close neighbors. 

For groundhogs and such, 
fences don’t need to be high, 
they need to be deep. About 
three feet deep should do the 
trick, 

Chicken wire is another 
favorite barrier material. This 
can be used to form a cage 
over young plants, or an 
underground cage in which to 

rotect bulbs from burrowers. 

t’s perfectly acceptable to 
place a sheet ee wire 
right on top of the planting. 
The bulbs vill be eaart = 
enough to find their way right 
through it. 

Some le take a casual 
(but very effective) approach 
when protecting bulbs from 
squirrels: they just throw on 
an old window screen after 
planting and take it up once 
the ground has settled or 
frozen. 

Sensory Deterrents 

Of course with all the 
fencing and caging, some 
people think the whole thing is 
too much, turning the garden 
into an outdoor Alcatraz. So 
what else is there? 

Sensory deterrents seek to 
dissuade the unwanted garden 
diner by offending his sense of 
smell or taste or or exciting 
hisisense: ot fear and caution. 

e use of cayenne pepper 
and such sprinkled protectively 
on the ground is one method 
some people say works. But 
oes oint out that this 
met! is exceedingly cruel. 
Squirrels, for example, can 
easily yer tne pepper in their 
eyes W! trying to rid 
themselves of the noxious 
stuff. Squirrels have been 
known to scratch out their own 
eyes in the process. 

Well it’s hard to hate a 
squirrel that much. So, other 
sensory alternatives are in 
order, ones suitable for 
squirrels, other small 
creatures and, of course, deer. 
These include: 

Scattering clippings of 

a 
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human hair around the place 
(not always a good idea in 
urban settings, where squirrels 
may associate the smell of a 
human with food hand-outs). 

Predator smells, such as 
lion’s dung or urine from the 
zoo, commercially available 
peodaioe scents, or even 

uman urine (there’s a guy out 
there who swears by it, but we 
didn’t visit his garden to 
confirm). 

Egg mixtures, either the 
commercially available kind, 
or made up in your own 
kitchen. The idea is, well, 
rotten eggs. You get the idea. 

Irish Spring soap (Why this 
brand? Who knows?) hung in 
little mesh bags around the 
edges of the garden. 

‘ll of the sensory deterrents 
have their champions and their 
detractors. Some swear by this 
one or that one, some say 
they’re all a bust. Often what 
works in one garden, doesn’t in 
another. Experimentation is 
the key—and certainly worth a 


Vegetative Deterrents 

‘The idea behind vegetative 
deterrents is to surround the 

ants your nocturnal visitors 

-e to eat with ones they don’t 
or find repellent. 

Deer, for example, don’t like 
thorny things. They also don’t 
eat anemones, astilbes, 
junipers, foxgloves, daffodils, 
ferns, grasses or a whole host 
of things. In fact, there are 
enough things that deer don’t 
eat that you could build a 
cordon around your garden. 
Sort of a garden within a 
garden. 

Fritillaria imperialis is also 
something deer don’t like and 
its strong skunky scent is 
repellent to many other 
creatures as well, including 
some humans. 

Squirrels and other small 
creatures won’t eat daffodils 
or other narcissi bulbs. These 
are good choices where pests 
are a.problem. 

Animal Deterrents 

One could get very 
imaginative on the subject of 
animal deterrents, but why not 
just get a big dog? This is a 
solution that many professional 
growers are beginning 
embrace. It shouldn’t be a pit 
bull or an attack dog. Just a 
big, frisky fellow given to 
chase. The animal shelters are 
full of good candidates. Better 
yet, get two. They’ll chase a 
deer or a squirrel with twice 
the ardor in order to beat out 
their chum. 

A dog can’t actually catch a 
healthy deer, so no one gets 
hurt. You gain a pet, the dog 
has fun, and the its go 
elsewhere for their supper. 


One school of thought holds 
that if you feed your animal 
friends first, they'll leave your 
garden alone. Squirrel feeders 
and other animal feeders are 
widely available. The idea 
here is to make it so easy for 
them to eat that ravaging your 
garden seems too much effort. 

Some swear by this. But 


_ others point out that by 


feeding the pest population, 
you encourage them to swell 
eir ranks. 

In the end, each gardener 
has to find his or her own 
answers. There’s really no one 
solution. But take heart, 
though the sight of your 
Tavaged garden may make you 
want to unleash your more 
violent nature, there may be 


_ another way.
